Students are now more open 
than ever before, and the social situation is improving 
daily. The Class Council has even chosen the re- 
unification of the Senior Class as its task for the year. 

The class of 1976 has finally come alive. Although 
we are already in the closing days of our final year at 
Lexington High, we now know that we have the 
strength to pull ourselves together as a class, and in 
the future, function as more mature and vital mem- 
bers of society. Above all, we have the hope for more 
meaningful lives in the new responsibilities which 
await us.
